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In  an  address  TDefore  the  National  Conference  of  State  Leaders  of  Home 
Demonstration  Work  in  Northern  and  V^estern  States,  lUx .  E.  Merritt  has  somewhat 
to  say  on  the  old  and  new  subject  of  Farm  Women.    At  that  time, 

"Mr.  Merritt  pointed  out  the  inrportant  place  of  the  farm  woman  in  our 
national  life  and  economy,  and  the  urgent  need  of  their  efforts  in  aiding  the 
country  Jn  meeting  our  v^ar  demands.    He  pointed  out  that  from  the  "beginning 
women  have  been  closely  associated  with  agricult-ujre  and  still  have  an  important 
part  in  conr.ection  with  certain  phases,  such  as  the  garden,   orchard,  poultry, 
etc.    He  also  pointed  out  that  the  status  of  country  life  is  determined  by  the 
position  of  women  in  the  system  of  agriculture  practiced  in  the  comrnuaity. 

"At  the  present  time  where  women  are  most  extensively  employed  in  agri- 
culture they  are  employed  in  the  most  menial  farm  task.    To  improve  her  position, 
her  farm  work  should  be  so  arranged  that  she  can  control  the  products  of  her  la« 
bor  and  thereby  gain  control  over  the  profits  and  improve  her  social  and  econom- 
ic condition."
